Do you know that time is valuable? 
Hare you ever stopped to realize that in 


many instances the loss of a little time has 
had serious results'? 


Can you imagine how slow or inefficient 


telephone service would react on the busi- 
ness life of a, community ? 


Suppose, for instance, that Lima were to 


follow out the ideas of the municipal own- 
ership advocates and take over the local 
telephone system to be run as a city-owued 
institution. What would be the result? 


Political influence and 'pull' would soon 


be the standard on which the appointment 
of employes would be reckoned. Every time 
a new administration assumed control there 
would be a new line of officers in control of 
the telephone company. From the engineer- 
ing experts on down to the linemen only the 
adherents of the winning party could get 
jobs. 


After a year or two of the experiment 


some candidate would point to the expenses 
of the telephone exchange and start to win 
by the cry of "economy."' That would set 
a precedent for the future. Succeeding ad- 
ministrations would strive to outdo°each 
other iu the matter of scaling down the ex 
penses of tho system.

As experts 
are few and hard to get, they would secure 
men of inferior experience and put them in 
charge so as to save a few hundred dollars 
for another department. Result, bungling 
work by amateurs.
